moral character or who is in the habit 
of using opium' or other narcotic 
drugs in any form or' any intoxicating 
drink as a beverage." Section 1323 
says, "Every county or district super- 
intendent shall keep in a book pro- 
vided for the'purpose, at the expense 
of the State, an accurate record of all 
provisional :"ceretifieates issued 'and 
professional certificates issued or en- 
dorsed by him during, his term of of- 
fice. He shall also, keep a record of 
all other valid- certificates .held by the 
teachers of the schools .within his jur- 
isdiction." Section 1324 also states, 
"Before entering upon the .work of 
teaching every .holder of . a perma- 
nent, special or. "State Certificate of 
any" kind shall present it for regis- 
tration to the proper superintendent 
who shall record. its kind, number, 
and date of. issue together-with ' the 
branches which it covers. When new 
branches are-added to any certificate 
these shall be added to the record 
on presentation of said certificate to 
the superintendent."

When the afternoon train of the 


Georges Creek and Cumberland Rail- 
road from Cumberland rolled into 
the station at Lonaconing on Friday 
of last week, Conductor Coulehan 
walked into the waiting room and 
found the dead body of the station, 
agent and operator, Harry Olewine, 
lying on the floor of the waiting room 
in a pool of blood, a bullet through 
his body. Dr. J. O. Bullock, who was . 
at once summoned, stated that Ole- 
wine had been dead about three 
hours. Whether his death was caus- 
d by himself or by another party is 
a cause for the coroner's jury, which 
was summoned upon the arrival of 


oroner Franklin B. Beall of Cum- 


berland, upon the scene, as facts con- 
cerning the mystery lead up to both 
theories.

Upon examination o't the body it 


was found that the bullet that caused 
iis death had entered just above the- 
;eft nipple, gone clear through the 
body, came out of his back near th&- 
ipine, and imbedded itself in the wall 
of the waiting room.

were found in the door leading from 
tne waiting room into the office, at an- 
angle that makes it appear that they 
were fired from the door leading from 
the platform into the waiting room. 
On. the floor in the office, which is 
also the telegraph office, and which 
faces downtown, was found his re- 
volver lying near his desk, a pool of 
blood nearby.

TELESCOPE J.ENSES. 


The Small Glass Magnifies the Picture 


Made by the Large One. 


People sometimes wonder why a tele- 


scope has two glasses, one at tbe big 
«nd and one at the little end, and they 
waut to know the difference. The glass 
at the big end is to gather light. It 
is simply a big eye. If it is a hundred 
times bigger than tbe eye in your head 
it will gather a handred times more 
light. Tt gathers tbe rays of light com- 
ing from a star and bends them all iuto 
a common meeting point called a fo 
cus, which is a picture of tbe star 
You can look at this picture of the star 
with your naked eye if you like. But 
you can see it better and examine it 
more closely if you look at it with a 
small magnifying glass 
And this is 


the glass at the small end of the tele- 
scope. It magnifies the picture made 
by the big glass at the other end of the 
instrument. All telescopes are built on 
this principle. 
Sir William Herschel 


was the first to arrange matters a lit- 
tle differently. 
He took away the 


glaas from (he big end and admitted 
the rays coming straight into the tube 
in parallel lines. Then at the bottom 
of the big tube he placed a bright con- 
cave mirror made of burnished metal. 
When the entering rays fell upon this) 
mirror tbey were again bent to a point 
called a focus, which was tbe picture 
of the star. To look at this picture he 
had to place the little magnifying glass 
at the side of the tube because tbe 
mirror had stopped up its lower end.

had asked what to do "to prevent 
worms from cutting tomato plants as 
fast as planted." 


As Cut \Voims are unusually abun- 


dant and destiuctue this spring, the 
reply of Prof. Surface may help many 
peisons with needed information: 


"Your in(iuirei does not state what 


kind of worms are 'cutting his toma- 
to plants,' nor does he describe in de- 
tail howr the work is done. 
As it is 


possible for this i n j u i j to come from 
any one of se\eial kinds of pests, I 
can not be safe in guessing which 
one is causing the nouble. 
The 


remedies vary with the nature of the 
pest 
However, 1 pi equine it is done 


by the cut worm, w h i i h tuts off the 
plants at night neni t h o -,111 face of 
the ground. 


"While this Is one ol the most seri- 


ously 
destrucl ne pests throughout 


the state, dehtroving neaily all kinds 
of ijaideu and field plants, >et it is 
one that is easily controlled if the 
gaidenei but knows hov.

Text, I Sam. xvi, 7—Commentary 
Prepared by Rev. D. M. Steam*. 
This Hezekiah, whose name signifies 


"the strength of Jehovah," was one of 
the best kings that reigned over the 
kingdom of Judah. In the sixth year 
of his reign the king of Assyria car- 
ried the ten tribes into captivity, as 
we shall learn more fully in next 
week's lesson (II Kings rix, 10-12). 
The king of Assyria threatened to do 
to Judah as he had done to Israel and 
wrote a blasphemous letter which 
Hezekiah spread before the Lord, and 
he and the prophet Isaiah prayed and 
cried to heaven, and the Lord sent an 
angel who smote In one night 185,000 
of the Assyrian army (II Kings six, 
35; II Chron. xxxli, 19-21). 


Ahaz, the father of Hezekiah, had 


done very wickedly. 
He worshiped 


other gods, cut in pieces the vessels of 
the house of God, shut up the doors of 
the house of the Lord and made him 
altars in every corner of Jerusalem 
and in the cities of Judah. Therefore 
the Lord did bring Judah low because 
of him (II Chron. xxviii, 19-25). 


Hezekiah in the first month of the 


first year of hlg reign opened the doors 
of the house of the Lord and repaired 
them and set the priests and. Levites 
at work to cleanse the temple, which 
they did in sixteen days. Then they 
offered sin offerings unto the Lord for 
all Israel, and burnt offerings, and 
thank offerings, and worshiped the 
Lord with gladness. "So the service 
of the house of the Lord was set in 
order, and Hezekiah rejoiced, and all 
the people, that God had prepared the 
people, for the thing was done sud- 
denly" (chapter xxix, 3, 17, 24, 27, 81, 
36). 
•The regular time to keep the Pass- 
over in the first month being past be- 
cause of the time it took to cleanse 
the temple, it was determined to keep 
It in the second month, as was per- 
mitted in the law (Num. ix, 9-11). 
Proclamation 
was 
therefore 
made 


throughout all Israel from Dan to 
Beersheba that they should come to 
keep the Passover unto the Lord God. 
of Israel at Jerusalem, for It was a 
long time since the feast had been 
kept (verses 1-5). The last of which 
we have a record was in the days of 
Joshua, when at Gilgal they kept it 
upon entering the land (Josh, v, 10). 
Before that there is a record of only 
two Passovers, one in "Egypfcandr one a 
year later at Sinai. 


After the time of our lesson we have' 


only a record of two more in the Old 
Testament, the great one of, Josiah 
jmd the one in the days of Ezra at 
the dedication of the temple after the 
return from Babylon (II Chron. xxxv, 
18; Ez. vi, 19-22). We can scarcely 
think that these were the only Pass- 
overs kept, but these six are the only 
ones recorded. If we include the one 
that the Lord Jesus so greatly desired 
:o keep with his disciples (Luke xxii), 
then we have a record jjf just seven 
great Passovers. Of the lessons for 
our own souls let us never forget the 
words, ""When I see the blood I will 
pass over you." It was not the blood 
and something else, but simply and 
only the applied blood of the slain 
lamb that gave safety. See Lev. xvil, 
11; Heb. ix, 22; Rev. i, 5, G; v, 9, 10; 
vii, 14; Eph. i, 7. 


Nothing can by any means add to 


the safety which Is ours in Christ Je- 
;us, but because of it may the Lord 
grant us a great appetite for the Lamb, 
and as He lived by the Father may 
we, eating- Him, live by Him (John vi, 
57). 
This call to all Israel to turn to 


the Lord might truly be spoken of as 
a last call to the ten tubes, for six 
years later they were carried captive 
ay the king of Assyria. As the posts 
passed from city to city through 
,phraim and Manasseh, even unto Ze- 
julun, some laughed them to scorn 
and mocked them, but some humbled | 
themselves and canic to Jerusalem I 
(verses 10, 11). Verse 12 seems to ] 
teach that God can bless only those 
who are willing that He should lay His 
hand upon them for good. 


Until He shall come again in power 


aud glory we cannot expect anything 
different from Acts xxviii, 24, "Some 
belie\ ed, and some believed not." 
Wheat and tares will grow together 
until the end of the age. Notwith- 
standing the rebellious ones a very 
great congregation assembled at Jeru- 
salem to keep the Passover (verse 13). 
They cleansed the city of idolaters 
and killed the Passover and kept the 
feast not only for seven days, but so 
great was their joy because they had , 
truly turned to the Lord and He had ! 
so blessed them that they kept the i 
feast for another seven days. There ' 
was greater joy in Jerusalem than had 
been since the days of Solomon. 


Hezekiah spake comfortably or to 


the heart of nil tho Levites that taught 
the good knowledge of the Lord (verse 
22, margin), and so be was greatly used 
of God in this revival. The Bible is 
n heart book, from the heart of God 
to the hearts of His people (Tsa. xl, 1, 
2, margin), and if His word does not 
reach our hearts with comfort and 
strength we should pray, "Give Thy 
servant a hearing heart" (I Kings IU, 
9, margin). What ft splendid record of 
this king is found in chapter xxxi. 20, 
21, "He wrought that which was good 
and right and truth before the Lord 
his God. * * * He did It with all 
his heart and prospered."

Russell continues to draw the largest 
audiences of any preacher in the 
world to his oral addresses, hesides 
the millions who weekly read the 
printed reports of his discourses in 
the newspapers of the English speak- 
ing world. 
Today's audience at the 


Brooklyn Academy of Music was esti- 
mated at twenty-six hundred. 
Of 


these about two hundred, all men, 
were on the platform behind the 
speaker. 
Late comers failed alto- 


gether to gain admittance to the af- 
ternoon service. 
The text was ap- 


propriate for Whitsunday, it being St. 
Peter's explanation, of the Pentacos- 
tal blessing—"This is that which was 
spoken by the mouth of the Prophet 
Joel" (Acts ii, 16-18). 


The speaker called attention to the 


fact that the Prophet Joel mentioned 
two distinct outpourings of the Holy 
Spirit. One of these, upon the ser- 
vants and handmaidens of the Lord, 
found its fulfilment at Pentacost; and 
during the more than eighteen cen- 
turies since, God's spiritual blessing 
has been not only with the Apostles, 
but with all the footstep followers of 
jesus—all of God's servants and 
handmaidens. If we see this feature 
of the prophecy fulfilled, it becomes 
a guarantee to believers that the re- 
mainder of the same prophecy will 
have fulfilment in God's due time. 
The remainder of the prophecy de- 
clares that afterward—-after these 
days in which the Holy Spirit has 
been outpoured upon the Church, up- 


as well as the world's Redeemer. 
The Body of Messiah is composed of 
a saintly few, according to the Scrip- 
tures, gathered, primarily, from the 
Jews, but being completed by addi- 
tions from every nation, people, kin- 
dred and tongue. These all, the Apos- 
tle tells us, will be character-copies 
of God's dear Son, our Redeemer and 
Head. This, the Apostle declares, is 
Divine predestination 
(Romans viii, 


29, 30). 


This Church class, or Messiah class, 


is variously referred to in the prophe- 
cies, as well as in the New Testa- 
ment, as the "brethren" of Jesus, and 
as "sons of God." 
Of them 
the 


Prophet David writes, "I have said, 
ye are gods, all of you sons of the

These all die 


like men in the estimation of the 
world, because, as the Apostle de- 
clares, the world knoweth them not 
even as it knew not their Master. As

resurrection" than the remainder of 
mankind-—but not so glorious a res- 
urrection as will be granted to the 
Church. 
Their resurrection will be 


to the perfection of human nature-— 
mental, moral and physical. 
Thus 


they will stand before mankind as 
samples of human perfection, 
to 


which standard, by obedience, all of 
the race may attain, if they will, dur- 
ing the thousand years of Messiah's 
reign and Kingdom.
